Vidal, Gary Walker, and David Empting, freshmen. 

Major bills passed included a change of basket- 
ball homecoming queen procedure from team nom- 
ination to a system in which girls petition for can- 
didacy. Armijo's pride in its sportsmen was re- 
flected by the purchase of team jackets. A new addi- 
tion to our rallies, the Spirit Bell, was introduced 
as an award for class participation.
